Watershed Protection and Development Review Department (WPDRD), through PBS&J,
performed a study of the Carson Creek Watershed: Flood Hazard Mitigation Solutions/Cost
evaluation and Erosion Assessment. The area being studied - the Carson Creek Watershed - is
located in the southeast part of the City of Austin. Centered at the intersection of U.S. Highways
71 and 183, the Carson Creek Watershed drains into the Colorado River. Several residential
areas and roadway crossings in the watershed have experienced significant flooding in 1998 and
2001; active stream erosion is also of concern. Additionally, the proximity to the new airport has
increased land development interest. Carson Creek watershed is identified as a high priority for
evaluation in the second phase of the Watershed Protection Master Plan.

The original Council authorization in 2004 provided for funding of preliminary engineering
services in the amount of $200,000. These professional engineering services identified and
evaluated feasible solutions for flood hazard and stream erosion mitigation for the entire
watershed, and identified opportunities for integrating solutions to achieve multiple benefits as
projects are implemented.

When prepared, the original Council Action anticipated retuming to Council for additional funding
of $800,000 for a total amount up to $1,000,000. This second Council action is seeking to provide
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funding for additional engineering services. Such services would pi‘ovide for the completion of the
preliminary engineering phase and for design of flood hazard reduction and stream stabilization
projects.
